DeSpirito Attained His Goal 
In Spite of Several Detours 


Miami 


The DeSpirito Story had a Hollywood 
flourish, a script so unreal that even the 
movie people would have scoffed at it. But 
the 1952 records have already been tabu- 
lated. and we all know that this little sad- 
panned boy from New England did virtual- 
ly the impossible by riding to a new all- 
time record of 390 winners in a single 
season. He went two over the old mark 
set in 1906 by the ailing Walter Miller 
and equalled in 1950 by Joe Culmone and 
Willie Shoemaker. 

Tony DeSpirito had been suspended 10 
racing days by the Tropical Park stewards 
on December 12 for rough and foul riding 
on Braseda. At that point he had 370 win- 
ners. It seemed at the time that Tony’s 
chances of making the record were all but 
wiped out. Reinstated on December 24, 
with only 8 racing days of the year left. 
he proceeded to captivate not only Trop- 
ical Park patrons but thousands of others 
throughout the land who were more or less 
hypnotized by his plucky last-minute drive. 
With an assist from Havana’s Oriental 


Park. where on two days he had six win- 
ners. DeSpirito won 20 races and the title. 
Actually, he broke the mark in getting 
his 389th winner on December 30, but he 
added another on December 31. 


If you think riding 20 winners in the 
span of eight days is a stunt of only ordin- 
ary proportions, especially when you are 
under extreme pressure and nervous ex- 
haustion, then you give no credit to one 
of the most impressive riding jobs ever 
turned in by a fledgling jockey. DeSpirito 
got his first winner at Sunshine Park last 
January 22. 


He was as limp as a dishrag. worn out, 
and in a state of high nervous tension after 
riding on New Year's morning at the 
Gables course, managing to win with one 
of his mounts. At the advice of his physi- 
cian, Tony decided to ground himself for 
about a week, chiefly resting, and appear- 
ing on a nationally known TV show in 
New York. From there he visited his folks 
at the home in Metheun. Mass.. that he 
purchased for them, and he planned to re- 
sume riding at Tropical Park a week 


before the close of the meeting on Jan- 
uary 15. 

During the last week of the year, De- 
Spirito was attacked with the horrors of 
sleepiness. “I was riding off form, pressing 
too hard. whipping too fast. and doing a 
lot of things wrong,” he said. “I was tired 
and | found myself jittery. I’m glad it is 
all over now.” 

In the writer's opinion. the suspension 
which the Tropical Park stewards meted 
to Tony—entirely justified. though it was 
unmercifully panned by the kid’s admirers 
--did more to help Tony set the new ree- 
ord than anything else. 

He rode in much cleaner fashion upon 
his return to the saddle, and resorted to 
no infractions of the rules. Moreover, 
sentiment mounted. and horsemen more 
readily assigned him to what are known 
as “live” mounts. 

DeSpirito is a rather shy boy, who 
speaks with a “yes” and “no” vocabulary 
when interviewed. He is far from being as 
loquacious as Joe Culmone, who, in 1950, 
when he tied the old riding record with 
Shoemaker, was free to tell the racing 
world that there was only one good rider 
around—name of Culmone, 

DeSpirito, under contract to J. H. Carr, 
New England plumbing manufacturer, will 
probably miss the glamour and the big 
show at Hialeah Park, a bad break for a 
kid who deserves top billing. For Carr, 
having no stakes material for the Hialeah 
program, plans to shift to Sunshine Park, 
following Tropical’s close. and DeSpirito

In arranging weights for the Experi- 
mental Free Handicap. past-master John 
B. Campbell considers the past perform- 
ances of the 2-vear-olds which come under 
his scrutiny and estimates their potential 
fer the coming year. The potential, for 
practical purposes. is in relation to their 
expected performance in two races: Ja- 
maica’s Experimental Free Handicaps. one 
at 6 furlongs and one at 1,4; miles. which 
are raced at the New York track in April. 
Actually. Mr. Campbell has said. the 
weights are made with a distance of 11% 
miles in mind. 

So far as Mr. Campbell was concerned. 
there was no question about his top horse. 
It was Native Dancer. bred and owned by 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt. The only problem 
was where to peg him in relation to the 
others. Mr. Campbell decided upon a 130- 
pound impost for the son of Polynesian. 
Laffango and Tahitian King. the next two

in line. were assigned 123 pounds, seven 
below the leader. 

One other horse had been assigned a 
higher Experimental weight—Count Fleet. 
132. Two others. Bimelech and Alsab,. re- 
ceived 130. But none of these. nor any 
other Experimental highweight. had been 
rated seven pounds above his nearest 
rivals. In this respect Native Dancer stands 
alone. He was unbeaten in his nine starts 
in 1952 and won six stakes and the Sara- 
toga Special. 

For his topweighted fillies. Mr. Camp- 
bell selected Calumet Farm’s Bubbley and 
Mrs. E. E. Dale Shaffer's Sweet Patootie. 
They were assigned 116 pounds. the equiv- 
alent of 121 pounds considering the five- 
pound sex allowance. The next-ranking

This is supposed to be a big season at 
Santa Anita for the Calumets. The stable 
is loaded with a lot of high-powered stars 
like Hill Gail. Mark-Ye-Well. Chanlea, A 
Gleam. Lap Full. and Last Wave, and 
there is even some gossip out this way 
that Calumet Farm may make a clean 
sweep of all four $100,000 stakes that will 
be run at Arcadia this winter. 

Hill Gail and Mark-Ye-Well have the 
Maturity Stakes just about locked up, it 
would seem, and they are also the high- 
weights at 130 pounds for the Santa Anita 
Handicap. Chanlea’s record entitles him 
to as much pre-race consideration as any 
other contender for the Derby. and Cal- 
umet. of course. will have a chance to win 
the San Juan Capistrano with anything 
Jimmy Jones starts. That takes care of 
the four $100.000 pots. and on the side 
A Gleam will probably pick up the Santa 
Margarita. and either Lap Full or Last 
Wave may win the Santa Susana. You can 
see how easy it looks on paper for Calumet 
to earn half a million dollars this winter. 

That. of course. is all in the realm of 
possibility, and Jones would probably set- 
tle for a quick victory right now because 
his luck has been nothing but bad so far. 
In the Las Flores Handicap on opening 
dav. the left stirrup broke on Eddie Ar- 


caro’s saddle and he was lucky to save 
third place with A Gleam after she raced 
awfully wide turning into the homestretch. 
On the next afternoon, Meditate. a maiden 
by Pensive. shied from the whip in mid- 
stretch. hit the rail. and lost a race he 
seemed to have in the bag. The next day 
Last Wave. at 3 to 2. stumbled at the 
start. went to her knees and ran out of 
the money. |Editor’s note: The Jones- 
Calumet luck improved sharply after Mr. 
Herbert had written the foregoing and 
placed it in the mail. On January 2. Chan- 
lea won the $15.000-added San Vicente 
Stakes, and on January 3 A Gleam won 
the $25.000-added Malibu Sequet Stakes. 
Eddie Arcaro rode both horses. Fuller de- 
tails will be published later. 


While Jimmy Jones’ luck has been bad. 
Dr. Charles H. Strub’s has been extra good, 
as always. Santa Anita expected a crowd 
of 35.000 opening day. and ran out of 
parking space. programs. and just about 
everything else when a throng of 55.623 
showed up for the races. It was the day- 
after-Christmas holiday for most folks, the 
weather was perfect and everyone. it seem- 
ed. got the idea at once to visit Santa 
Anita. Huntington Drive. the main thor- 
oughfare to Anita. 


Santa has recently 


been made into a one-way street. and the

fact that a lot of people were trying to 
drive the wrong way on a one-way street 
resulted in the worst traffic snarl in the 
track’s history. As for the shortage of 
parking space, General Manager Gwyn 
Wilson figures parking lot attendants were 
overly generous opening day in the space 
they allowed for each automobile. The 
track used to handle that many cars with- 
out too much trouble. but automobiles de- 
mand more space now because they keep 
getting wider all the time.

Alfred Vanderbilt arrived 
from the East and a trip abroad in time 
to see his famous silks carried to three 
victories in the first two days. Indian 
Land. which Mr. Vanderbilt bought last 
March from Lee McCoy. and which the 
latter still trains, came back to the races 
after a long rest to win a good allowance 
event from a field that included Big Noise, 
Southarlington. and Arroz. which have 
been winning important stakes in Cali-

The 7-year-old Moonrush scored his second win 
in the San Pasqual Handicap. and his jockey, 
Ralph Neves, got a third win in the same event 
when they teamed up to account for Santa Anita 
Park’s first stakes event of 1953. The son of *Hunt- 
ers Moon IV had won previously in 1951: Jockey 
Neves won with Shim Malone in 1949 and Solidarity 
in 1950. With the $15.550 first money from the 
San Pasqual, Moonrush became the 11th-place 
American money winner with a total of $429,830, 

Breaking from the inside post position, Moonrush 
weat to the front before reaching the first turn, 
and held a narrow lead for the rest of the 1,4- 
mile race. The winner finished only a nose ahead 
of Trusting. which raced on the outside during 
most of the race and closed very fast to displace 
Horsetrader-Ed from second place by a neck. Moon- 
rush, topweighted and favored in the wagering, was 
giving nine pounds to Trusting and ten pounds 
(seven by the scale) to the t-vear-old Horsetrader- 
Ed. 

Moonrush was foaled May 18. 1946, on Louis B. 
Mayer’s ranch at Perris, Calif.. and was sold in 
the Mayer sale of 2-year-olds in January, 1948. He 
was purchased by Gus Luellwitz. one of his present 
owners. for $10,000. That vear he won the Berkeley 
Stakes, and he has not failed to account for a 
stakes event during each of his other five seasons 
of racing. 

At three. Moonrush won the Berkeley, the Peter 
Clark. and the Bay Meadows Handicaps. and at 
four he won the Santa Catalina Handicap, As a 
5-vear-old of 1951, the son of *Hunters Moon IV 
had his best year financially. winning the Santa 
Anita, the Bay Meadows. the San Pasqual. and the 
Golden State Breeders’ Handicaps. In 1952. Moon- 
rush won the San Diego and the Bay Meadows 
Handicaps. setting a new. track record of 2:01%5 
for 1%4 miles in the latter.

Death of Bed o° Roses 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Bed 0° Roses died 


January 5, 1953, after completing a re- 
markable racing record. and at a time when 
she was to have begun her breeding career. 
Fifth leading money-winning mare of all 
time. the daughter of Rosemont had ac- 
cumulated $383.925 by winning 18 of 46 
starts in four seasons of racing. She was 
taken out of training about two months 
before her death, and was to have been 
mated with Count Fleet this spring. An 
autopsy was to be performed to determine 
what caused the unexpected death of the 
6-year-old mare at Mr. Vanderbilt's Saga- 
more Farm in Maryland. 

Bed 0° Roses was foaled April 8. 1947, 
on the L. B. Mayer Farm at Perris. Calif.. 
\ here her dam. Good Thing. had been 
sent by Mr. Vanderbilt to be bred to 
*Alibhai. Good Thing is a daughter of 
Discovery. 

As a 2-vear-old of 1949. Bed 0° Roses 
was the best filly of the year. as was indi- 
cated by the Experimental Free Handicap. 
which gave her the top weight for a filly. 
119 pounds. Considering the sex allow- 
ance. she was equal with Middleground. 
That vear Bed 0° Roses won the filly divi- 
sion of the National Stallion Stakes. and 
the Raneocas. Colleen (second division). 
Matron. Selima. Marguerite, and Demoi- 
selle Stakes. She Was second in the Fash- 
ion. Polly Drummond 
and Astoria Stakes. 

At three Bed 0° Roses won the Lawrence 
Realization. was second in the Gazelle and 
Travers Stakes and the Arlington Classic. 
She also set a new track record of 1:2134 
for seven furlongs at Santa Anita Park. In 
195i. when she was four. Bed o’ Roses 
won the Vineland and the Comley Handi- 
caps. and was named the champion handi- 


(second division). 


cap mare by the Thoroughbred Racing 
Associations. Most of that vear she was 
out of training because of an injury to a 
bone in her right fore leg. At 113 pounds 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap for older 
horses of 1951, she was the second top- 
weighted mare—outranked only by her 
stablemate. Next Move. 

As a 5-year-old of 1952. Bed o° Roses 
made only three starts. The first of these 
was in the Santa Margarita Handicap, 
which she won by a length over Next 
Move. She then ran third in the San An- 
tonio Handicap. and in her last start finish- 
ed fourth in the Santa Anita Handicap. 


Death of *Jacopo 


The 24-year-old stallion *Jacopo died 
on December 11 at the Gilpin family’s 
Kentmere Farm. at Boyce, Va.. it has been 
reported. He was a son of the Epsom Derby 
winner Sansovino and was out of the ex- 
cellent producer Black Ray. by Black 
Jester. Bred by the American horseman 
Marshall Field. *Jacopo was foaled April 
18. 1928. on his breeder’s farm in Ireland. 
and did all of his racing under Ms. Field’s 
colors in England. At two he won three of 
four starts, including the Windsor Castle 
and the Molecomb Stakes. and shared the 
top weight of 133 pounds on the 1930 Free 
Handicap for 2-year-olds. In later racing 
he won the Princess of Wales Stakes, 

As a 5-year-old of 1933, *Jacopo was 
brought to the United States to enter stud 
at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Farm, near 
Paris. Ky. While at stud there he sired 
Jacola. Damaged Goods. Cocopet. Up the 
Hill. Dixiana. and other stakes winners. 
Among the leading sires for a few seasons. 
later distinguished himself by 
ranking consistently on the lists of leading 
broodmare sires. being the maternal grand- 
sire of Phalanx. Pilaster. Pail of Water. 
Primate. and many other stakes winners. 
In the racing of 1952. through December 
6. *Jacopo stood in 19th position on the 
list of leading broodmare sires. 

*Jacopo was moved from Claiborne 
Farm to Kertmere Farm in 1946. He 
stood there until his death. at which time 
le was owned by a syndicate composed of 
Howell E, Jackson. Gordon Grayson. and 
the Estate of Kenneth N. Gilpin.

The son of Pharis was 
then shipped to England where he was aimed for 
the famous Gimcrack Stakes to be run August 24 
at York at six furlongs. Not only to the winner of 
this race goes the win purse and honors usually 
associated with a famous race, but also the right 
to address the annual Gimcrack Dinner on matters 
of racing. For this reason it assumes even greater 
importance, attracts excellent fields of 2-year-olds. 


*Cortil won the 1950 running of the Gim- 
crack Stakes from the good English colt Hard 
Sauce (to be ranked fourth best 2-year-old in Eng- 
land in 1950).

Laurance H. Armour 


Laurance Hearne Armour, 64, banker, 
meat packer. and director of Arlington 
Park Jockey Club. died December 29 in 
Presbyterian Hospital, Chicago, He was 
stricken with pneumonia two weeks earlier 
while vacationing on the Gulf of Mexico. 
He was one of the founders and for the 
past 22 years was president of the fash- 
ionable Post and Paddock Club at Arling- 
ton Park. He was chairman of the board

Simon E. Lantz 


Simon E. Lantz. 80. dean of the Illinois 
Senate, of which he had been a member 
since 1916. died December 27 in Methodist 
Hospital at Peoria, Ill. He was stricken 
with a heart attack on Christmas at his 
home in Congerville. During his 38 years 
in the Illinois Assembly (he was in the 
House of Representatives two years prior 
to his Senate tenure) he sponsored many 
laws affecting agriculture, and came to 
be known as the “Mr. Agriculture” of IIli- 
nois_ politics. 

One of the world’s leading breeders of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Senator Lantz also 
bred Cheviot sheep. and Thoroughbreds 
and other horses at his farm at Conger- 
ville. He supported the first racing law 
to be enacted in Illinois. in 1927. Later. in 
1941, he was author of a bill revising the 
racing law and changing the name of the 
State’s governing agency from “commis- 
sion” to board.” 

As chairman of the Senate committee 
on agriculture, a position he held through 
13 biennial sessions, Senator Lantz spon- 
sored the present law giving 10 per cent 
awards to breeders of Illinois-bred horses

Baron von Oppenheim 


Baron Waldemar von Oppenheim. owner 
of Germany's famous Schlenderhan Stud. 
died suddenly in December at the age of 
59. His unexpected death removes the 
principal figure in German Thoroughbred 
breeding and leaves in doubt the future 
of a stud which has dominated racing in 
that country for more than half a century: 


Baron Oppenheim had no son, and his 
only daughter is married to a Hungarian- 
American named von Ullman. Count 
Sponeck. the manager. was incapacitated 
by a stroke last year. and the trainer, the 
Englishman George Arnull. is retiring af- 
ter a long and very successful career. 

Baron Oppenheim was the third holder 
of the title who owned the Schlenderhan 
Stud. which achieved eminence under his 
father in the 1890’s. From one mare. the 
French-bred Yonne. by Indus. he had 
three of the leaders in 1952 racing in Ger- 
many. the 2-year-old Yorek. the top 3- 
year-old filly Jana. and the 4-vear-old 
Jonkheer. all by Magnat.

Roster Soon Ready 


CHICAGO 

D. Elmo Jordan, secretary of the [linois 
Thoroughbred Breeders Association, is pre- 
paring for distribution soon the annual 
register of stallions owned by ITBA mem- 
bers and standing in Illinois. In the past. 
the register has contained extended pedi- 
grees and racing and stud records of ap- 
proximately 30 stallions each year. Horses 
owned by non-members of the breeders’ 
organization are not included. 

Among those on the roster are *Alib- 
hai’s good little son The Dude. whose first 
crop are now 2-year-olds. Also included 
again are the successful sires Hypocrite. 
Count Domino, and Sedgemoor. Espino 
Gold will make his second appearance on 
the list since sending out his high class 
but unlucky son Espino’s Image. The lat- 
ter. plagued by repeated injuries since 
late in his 2-year-old form (1951). re- 
ceived the award of the National Associa- 
tion of Thoroughbred Breeders as the best 
Illinois-bred of 1949 (season of 1951). 

Appearing this year for the first time 
will be Louis Schlosser’s New Dough. 
whose only foal to race is the colt Poo 
Bah, winner at two (1952). including the 
Illinois Breeders Dinner Purse at Haw- 
thorne. Poo Bah is now in Florida. He 
was got by New Dough while the latter 
was still in training. and is out of Genie 
Ball. an unraced daughter of Balladier. 

New Dough, bay. 1943. a winner, by 
Hash out of Baby Bosh, by Nocturnal, has 
six crosses to Domino and two additional 
crosses to the latter’s sire Himyar, through 
Plaudit. Hanover appears three times. 
With Genie Ball’s three crosses to Domino 
her son, Poo Bah. has a total of 11 to 
Himyar. Baby Bosh. dam of New Dough. 
was a winner of five races at two. Her 
dam. Bosh (by Helmet). won 21 races 
at distances up to 2%, miles. 

Mr. who operates bakeries. 
formerly had saddle horses at his 60-acre 
Town and Country Farm near Des Plaines. 
Ill. In 1944 he purchased 12 Thorough- 
bred yearlings. including New Dough. 
which was bred by Lowry Watkins. of 
Louisville. 

Until Poo Bah came along. Mr. Schlos- 
ser was best known on the Turf as the 
owner of the gelding Witch Sir. winner at 
four of the Equipoise Mile (beating Arm- 
ed) and the Stars and Stripes Handicap in 
1946. Witch Sir. still racing last year, was 
the first Thoroughbred of racing age ac- 
quired by Mr. Schlosser.

FIXED RACE. The death of former 
Jockey Jake Heupel (reported in THE 
Bioop-Horse of December 27) brought 
memories of one of the last races he rode 
(perhaps the last). in which he beat a 
horse which had been elected to win. Thirty 
thousand spectators knew a week in ad- 
vance the race was “fixed.” They greeted 
Jake with lusty Bronx cheers when he 
upset the plot by finishing first with his 
own mount. Jake not only upset all calcu- 
lations. but “wiped out” 56 years of glor- 
ious Turf history. 

On the Sunday prior to opening its 1940 
meeting the Washington Park Jockey Club 
gave a free entertainment at the track 
which included a pageant “The Cavalcade 
of the Horse.” arranged by Ted Williams. 
There was an amazing turn-out of people. 
Final feature on the program was to be 
a re-enactment of the inaugural running 
of the American Derby in 1884. 


Owners and trainers at the track loaned 


12 horses to represent the original start- 


ers. a chestnut filly playing the role of the 
Derby winner, Modesty. The riders were 
coached carefully on the correct order of 
finish for the first four horses—Modesty. 
Kosciusko. Bob Cook. and Templehof. 
Jake Heupel took the part of Jockey Ellis 
on “Kosciusko.” 

All went reasonably true to the record

the winning post all of Jake’s innate in- 
stinct to win seemed to surge within him 
and burst. “Kosciusko” beat “Modesty” 
by open daylight. The packed stands roar- 
ed with laughter. Even Jake laughed. and 
everyone went away thinking it had been 
a grand afternoon. Some spectators may 
have revised some of their previous notions 
about “fixed” races. As a matter of fact, 
Jake said he tried to follow instructions 
but couldn't quite control his mount in his 
effort to make it look good. He Was kid- 
ded. of course. about being afraid to pull 
his horse right there under the judges’ 
noses. the instinct of 
being what it is.

Mesmerist—A Star of 1899 


Horses come and go. of course, and few 
cave the very greatest make a lasting im- 
pression on the average racing fan. Some 
are 90-day wonders and fade as quickly 
as they emerged into the limelight. Besides 
this. it is a minor tragedy that most. if 
not all. of the stakes that they won and 
upon which their reputations were made 
have long since been abandoned. That is 
also true of Tod Sloan’s great riding rec- 
ord in America. which leads late-comers to 
wonder why he achieved so much fame. 

Recently some publicity has been given 
to the 14 two-year-olds who went through 
their first racing year undefeated, and 
these. of course, merit laudation. But 
there were some equally able 2-year-olds 
in earlier days, and one of these was Mes- 
merist. the best of his age in the season 
of 1899. This horse might be as unknown 
to most Turf-goers today as the kidnapper 
of Charlie Ross. 

Mesmerist. was a chestnut colt. foaled in 
1897. by *Albert—Hoodoo. by *Darebin, 
owned by Alfred Featherstone. a bicycle 
manufacturer from Chicago. who had come 
into racing some years before under the 
nom de course of Bromley and Company. 
His trainer was Julius Bauer. and_ his 
jockey. although not so noted in 1899 as he 
was later on, was the incomparable Win- 
nie O'Connor. I Mesmerist, 
but | knew the principal participants in 
his story and heard many tales from a lad 
who was in the stable at that period— 
Ollie Crosthwait. a Lexington boy who was

lightweight jockey for Mr. Featherstone 
and may have galloped the big horse at 
times. | also thought that the stable’s 
canary. black cross sashes. black 
cuffs. canary cap. black tassel—were the 
prettiest on the Turf.

I euess 1899 was a good year, for Lil- 
lian Russell was in her heyday; Admira- 
tion and May Hempstead ran their great 
match at Sheepshead Bay: Wee Willie 
Keeler was the idol of the ball parks; and 
Terry McGovern. the greatest fighter ever, 
was in his sensational prime. 

Mesmerist was not rushed either, for 
the colt made his first start at Sheeps- 
head Bay on June 17, 1899, in the first 
part of the Double Event Stakes. The 
winner was Prince of Melbourne, with 
Frank O'Leary (who was killed the next 
spring at Aqueduct) in the saddle. Mes- 
merist came in second with O'Connor up, 
and behind the two colts were ten others, 
some of whom developed into good racers 
like Brigadier and David Garrick. 

The Foam. on June 20. was the Feather- 
stone colt’s first victory. and O'Connor had 
him a handy winner over a big field. This 
led up to the Great Trial. but David Gar- 
rick (115, O'Leary up) was turned loose, 
and Mesmerist (122, O’Connor) could 


only get the place. Fifteen others of the 
division’s best followed, however. Among 
them were Brigadier. McMeekin. Modrine, 
Missionary (Mesmerist’s stablemate), and 
Yellow Tail.

Fred Taral up, Mesmerist won the second 
half of the Double Event on Independence 
Day. The stable jockey. O’Connor, was 
on the other half of the entry, a precocious 
miss called Iroquois Belle. Featherstone 
had the two top-class fillies that year— 
Iroquois Belle and Indian Fairy. Also 
noteworthy in this race was the fact that 
Prince of Melbourne. with 129 pounds 
and O'Leary up. finished at the eighth-pole 
in the race. At Brighton Beach in the 
First Attempt Stakes, Mesmerist (127, 
Taral up) was second to Plucky (112, 
Doggett) with Vuleain (125, N. Turner 
up). and Prince of Melbourne (127, 
O'Leary up) following in that order. 

It was time for a rest, and not until 
July 29 did Mesmerist again go to the 
post. This was at Saratoga, and the Spa 
track in 1899 presented a different picture 
than it does today. The same grandstand 
was there, but there was an ornate judge’s 
stand at the finish and two perfect flower 
gardens running along the outside rail 
and taking up half the grandstand lawn. 
Along the inside rail was a solid fence, 


like Western tracks used to have, with a 
sort of lower opening where the finish

The same ornamental clubhouse also 
remained. but the horses came out along- 
side and not under it. 

This was under the Walbaum regime, 
and the stakes were strangely named, a 
soit of hit-or-miss affair, and none of them 
have been continued as they were then. 
For instance, there were two Grand Union 
Hotel Stakes. neither of which is mentioned 
in today's American Racing Manual. Both 
of them were taken by Mesmerist. 

After winning the McGrathiana on July 
29, which was Mesmerist’s third win of 
his ten victories out of 14 starts at two,

he won the Fleischmann Stakes two days 
later with Dick Clawson up. Clawson con. 
tracted tuberculosis a year later and went 
out to Phoenix for his health, but soon 
returned home to die at Liberty, N. Y., 
He had won the Futurity as a mere child 
in 1897 on L’Alouette. He was under con. 
tract to William C. Whitney. and married 
James MecLaughlin’s daughter, later the 
wife of Jockey Tommy Burns. 

The first of the Grand Unions on Au- 
gust 5 had Mesmerist first under 129 
pounds, Taral riding. Following in the 
order of finish were King’s Courier (122, 
M. Hennessey) and Sam Phillips (122, 
T. Burns). King’s Courier later won in 
England. On August 22, Maribert (129, 
McCue) handed Gonfalon (122, Maher), 
and Mesmerist (129, Taral) a lacing in the 
only non-stakes race Mesmerist ran in that 
season. 

At Sheepshead Bay on August 30, Mes- 
merist captured the Dash, which was a 
prelude to his victory over a fair bunch 
in the Autumn. The colt was not eligible 
for the Futurity, which was won by 
Chacornac. 

Mesmerist had partial revenge though, 
for on the closing day at Sheepshead Bay 
he won the Great Easteria, one of the 
greatest 2-year-old stakes ever held. The 
Bauer-trained colt carried 130 pounds, and 
although there was a long delay at the 
post he came home, with O’Connor up. 
well in advance of a baker’s dozen of the 
leading juveniles. 

Then came his last start of 1899, and 
a smasher it was. The Junior Champion 
at Gravesend was the medium and it 
brought out all the top racers of the day 
except Charcornac. Mesmerist (122, 
O’Connor) came around the leader High 
Order (112, Doggett) on the stretch turn, 
and was never headed. Ildrim (105, Wil- 
son) was third, and in the big field were 
such as Modrine. Waring. Prince of Mel- 
bourne. McMeekin, Withers, Toddy, Kil- 
marnock. King’s Courier, Mr. Jersey, and 
Missionary. 

In 1900 a far different story was told 
for Mesmerist. Probably over-racing as a 
2-year-old took its toll, for he went 6 for 
0, as they say on the diamond. The over- 
raced colt ran a dismal last in the Tobog- 
gan. won by Voter; he was a good second 
to Kilmarnock in the Withers. He was 
merely among those present in the Bel- 
mont and the Tidal; and his last start of 
that year, an overnight mile race at 
Brighton, was won by Motley, winner of 
the Carter Handicap and owned by Billy 
Lakeland. 

In 1901 Mesmerist raced the same as the 
year before, finishing second in one race 
and last in two others. 

Mesmerist was a hell of a good horse in 
1899—a day of good ones—but was re- 
tired to the stud in 1901 and never amount- 
ed to much. 
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The courage, determination, and ability of I Will was tested and not found wanting during his racing career. 
He met JET PILOT three times at two and three, gave him weight each time—beat him twice. I WILL met
